ANOTHER OCEAN TELEGRAPH. 
Seven months ago the French Cable 
Company began the work of connecting 
the United States and France by cable, and 
on Monday, the 17th of November, the 
final splice was made at North Eastham. 
Massachusetts, and iii a few minutes there­ 
after a congratulatory message was trans­ 
mitted from Mr. D. U. Bales, President of 
the American Union Telegraph Company. 
to the President of the French Cable Com­ 
pany, who was then at Brest. 
Probably 
the laying of another cable between the 
United States and France will not strike 
tne public mind as a matter very much im­ 
portance, inasmuch as there were five other 
cables connecting this country and E u­ 
rope ; 
bat there is a feature about it 
which can uot fail to interest all pubhc- 
epirited persons of this country. 
It has 
been twenty years since the first cable was 
made to span the Atlantic. That was the 
greatest triumph of that decade. 
Now 
there are more than two hundred subma­ 
rine telegraph lines la various parts of the 
world. Notwithstanding there are already 
Ave cable.7 in successful operation between 
the United States and Europe, the price 
for the transmission of a private message 
is just 
as great as if there was one 
line only. 
When 
the second cable 
was laid it was quickly and completely 
swallowed by the first, and the third, and 
so on to the fifth, was disposed of in like 
manner, so that to the present time there 
has been almost an impregnable monopoly 
of the cable busine si. 
That feature of the new enterprise which 
commands attention, is the fact that the 
new French cable will not allow itself to 
be swallowed up by other lines. Before it 
could be permitted to land its cable on the 
shores of the United States, it was com- 
ptiled to enter into a pledge that there 
would be no consolidation with other ca­ 
ble* and no combination as regards the 
rates to be charged. The 
new French 
Cable Company 
was 
required 
to 
make a 
similar 
pledge 
to 
the 
French Government before its charter 
could be obtained. 
When it is pretty 
morally certain that the new company will 
not permit itself to be captured by the o d 
company, we may hope for mffieraifcly 
cheap cable rates.

The Chicago Times bas constructed a 
table of “Marriage I’robabililies,” tor beth 
sexts, from Me age of 15 up to 79, based 
on figures taken from 8,000 marriage 
licenses issued by the County Clerk. 
It 
U educes the following facts from the table: 
“In 1.009 cases no one was married before 
the age of 15. The marriage of women at 
Mat age is not unknown, bat it is rare. 
Men do not begin to marry, as a rule, until 
they are 18 years old. At the age of 19, 
when young men are just beginning to 
mink seriously of tho subject, young wom­ 
en are at their most favorable time, more 
oi them marrying at that age than at aay 
other. Tile years of greatest probability 
with a woman are from 18 to 25, cnlminat- 
mg at 22. 
At 20 and 21 the chances are 
even, being better at 19 and 22 than at 
either of the intervening years. 
At 23 
begins a steady decline, but not until the 
age of 33 do the chances fall 
below 
oue in a hundred; atter that age they do, 
and rn the rest of her life her chances are 
but seventy-six in a thousand. 
At the 
ige ut 53 the vanishing point appears in 
Bight, no marriages occurring at that age 
iud at the age OI 54. 
At 55 and 50 occur 
me marriage each; at 57 none; at 58 one 
and alter Mat a woman has literally one' 
chance in a thousand of wedding. 
Her 
beat years are four in number, being from 
19 to 22 inclusive. 
With a man it is dif­ 
ferent. 
His best years are ten in number, 
iroui 21 to 39 inclusive, it is at the age 
>1 21 mat he evidently turns his attention 
Wife ward, and it may be that legislators 
were entirely right iu fixing that as the 
year when he shall attain his majority. la 
jo year in his life are the c fit net a one to 
ten Mat he will marry. 
His very best 
years are at 23 . od 25, as a girl’s are at 19 
aud 22. From 21 there is a pretty steady 
ncreasc until he is 
25, 
and then his 
cuances slowly decline, although they do 
not drop suddenly until he is 30. It is 
woi thy oi note that the sudden drop in 
me cnauces of both men and women oc­ 
curs the years atter they became ‘old bach­ 
elors’ or 'old maids.' Men do not begin to 
onrry until about three years later than 
women, but they keep It up more or less 
steadily live years later. 
With men the 
chances do not fall below I in IOO until the 
age of 19 is reached. Then It is one in 50, 
and after that but I in 200. Marriages 
occur, however, every year until 50 is 
reached, then on alternate years to G2, and 
filer that comes but one, which is at the 
age of 70. 
“Of Me 1,009 women in this list, 84 
were widows, and of these 84.14 had been 
divorced. Of the 14,1 married the man 
from wfiom she had been divorced. 
Of 
the men, but 3 bad been divorced. How 
many ot them were widowers there are no 
means cf telling. 
“Of the 1,000 marriages 187 were be- 
wcen parties living rn the same house. 
Whenever a man marries under such cir­ 
cumstances it is natural to suppjse that 
wneu he fell in love with the girl it was 
me result of pure accident. 
He was not 
probably 
looking 
oyer 
bis 
list 
of lady acuuaintances tor a wife, and his 
selection was not tho result oPpure choice 
—of the opinion that she was the best of 
all the women he knew to make a wife. 
'lie two happened to be thrown lo close 
contact, the fire of youth was ignited, and 
(.blazed up aod they were married. 
This 
figure cannot, however, be taken as in any 
degree correct to show the number of 
chance marriages. Perhaps nine-tenths of 
all the marriages are chance. 
But the 
chances arc very strong that these were 
all chance, pure chance, and nothing but 
chance. 
“ The census of 1870 gives the total male 
population oi the country at 17,029.088, 
and the total female at 16,560,289. 
From 
th*86 figures is deducted the fact that a 
woman's 
chances 
for 
marriage, 
were 
thero 
no 
disturbing 
causes, 
are 1,029 
to 
1,000. 
The 
number 
of men being greater than the number cf 
•women, tv try woman ought to find a hus­ 
band, but the distributing causes which 
in d u c e men to forego marriage, such as the 
inability, as they suppose, to support a 
wife, a preference to remain unmarried, 
au d so o d, throw the chances, as a matter 
of fact, the other way. 
“For the twelve months ending July 31, 
past, the total number of marriages In this 
city was 5,159. 
The favorite month In 
which to marry is November; the next'are 
May, October and Match, which appear to 
be equally desirable; December is nearly 
as much so; next aru February, April and 
June, while January and September come 
behiud these, aud the least popular of all is 
August.”
